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Confessions of Mariju. uana Smoker 
- Reveal Gang’s Career of Stick-Ups 


+ 


The shocking revelation 
that hundreds of Columbus 
youths are addicted to the use 
of marijuana was heightened 
last week by what police term 
the confession of a gang of 
seven young men who for 
weeks have been terrorizing 
central Ohio with a series of 
dope-inspired petty crimes. 
Under the influence of the 
poisonous smoke the lads, all 
of whom are under 20 years 
old, set forth on their raids, 
their nerves and courage 
keyed to a devil- -may-care 
pitch. 

One.of the youths told Lt. 
Thomas Scully a frank story 
of how they operated, mostly 
while “high” from marijuana, 
and how a “bunch of fellows 
that hung around a poolroom” 
evolved into a mob that ter- 
rorized central Ohio for more 


than two months. 

The story of ‘this young man was 
told in a jargon used by marijuana 
smokers. He referred to the drug 
as “tea,” to a cigaret as a “stick,” 
to an inhalation of the narcotic 
smoke as a “bang,” and to a cigaret 
that had been smoked as a “roach.” 

Admitting that he had smoked 
“reefers” on and off for at least 
two years, the youth said that when 
he went with others on stick-ups he 
was “ready to tear anybody apart” 
who opposed him. He claimed the 
practice of smoking marijuana 
first started among his friends 
about four or five years ago, while 
most of them were sen in West 
High School. 


Dozens Addicted. 

Dozens of other youths that he 
knows are addicts, he said, and 
high school students often go with- 
out lunches in order to buy “a 
stick,” which they smoke in empty 
buildings during their lunch period. 

Here are his words describing 
how the gang got “high” before go- 
ing out on stick-ups, which police 
say they have confessed: 

“We'd get together in a pool room 
where we hung out, and then go to 
a filling station on Broad St. after 
it closed up. The rest room opened 
to the outside and never was locked. 
When it’s burning, tea smells like 
burning grass, and we'd go to the 
station so nobody would smell it. 

“We'd usually smoke two or three 
sticks, and maybe roach them, and 
put them in ‘the kettle’ (a match 
box). It gave you nerve. You'd 
feel, Tm tougher than you and to 
hell with you.” You’d get a feeling 
that if anybody made a false move, 
you'd tear them apart, or shoot 
them. 

“We'd get in car that we'd bor- 
rowed and drive around. until we 
would pick out a station to hold up. 
One of us would go in and look 
around. If it was clear, he'd go 


back to the car, which was parked 


away from the station. 

“Two others. would go back then 
and rob the fellow. There was 
never less than three of us-on a job. 


Laugh at Cops. 

“After the stick-up, the feeling 
would start to die down, and we'd 
eat a meal, usually a steak. “Then 
we'd go out and smoke a roach, and 
go back and eat pie and ice cream. 
When a man's high, he can eat a 
cow, he's that hungry. 

“If a cop would walk in while we 
were eating, it was all we could do 
to keep from laughing. That’s how 
you feel, If I had killed somebody 
on a job, I'd never known it.” 

Lt. Scully told how the gang rent- 
ed two rooms in a North Side ho- 
tel, which he said they used at 
times for a hideout when police 
cruisers searched the city. The loot 
was divided among those on the 
stick-up, he said. 

“I never got more than 10 balls 
($10), and now I'm broke, and in 
jail,” one of them told police. “We'd 
gamble the money away, or spend 
it on women. None of us really 
needed the money, and I never did 
see why some of them got in the 
racket.” 

Describing the technique and sen-

sations of “tea” smoking, one of the 
gang said: 

“When you smoke tea, you take 
a deep breath of air with the smoke. 
You put the stick on your lips, and 
then ..take a breath as though you 
were saying “two, two’ by inhaling. 

“You know you've had a good 
bang when it bites you in the wind- 
pipe. After you've had a bang, you'll 
be looking. at something, and it will 
jump, or maybe disappear. Some- 
thing the size of a door will look 
like a match when you're high. 


Just Float Along. 


“You float instead of walking. 
You feel like your. brain is coming 
out the top of your head, and it 
sounds liké somebody is hollering 
in your ears. 

“When a man’s- high, his eyes 
bulge, and the.sides of his head feel 
like they are swelling, too.” 

He described how the gang went 
on “mugging” parties, and he was 
quite emphatic that it's “mugging” 
and not “muggling.” ; 

“You get into a room where 
there’s no air moving and it’s warm. 
You light a stick, take a bang, and 
hand it to the next fellow. He bangs 
it, and every body does the same. 
We'd let the stick burn until it got

Mexican’s Arrest

‘Reefer’ Supply 


How a young Mexican who has 
been Columbus’ chief source of 
marijuana supply,- was captured 
near Tiffin, by Seneca County offi- 
cers, has.been revealed by Federal 
Narcotics Inspector A. D. Steven- 
son, who assisted in the arrest. 


Having observed the activities of 
28-year-old Tony Navarro, alias 
Tony Gonzales, for almost “10 
months near Old Fort, O., the offi- 
cers seized the Mexican after Stev- 
enson made a “buy” with marked 
bills. 

Dressed as a farmer, and driving 
a dilapidated car, G-man Stevenson 
called. at the Gonzales home and 
bought a. quantity of the illicit 
“tea.” Delivery of the marijuana 
was made a few hours later, and 
the arrest was made by Sheriff 
Vern Deats after the bills were 
found that night in Tony’s pdsses- 
sion. 

“Gonzales is undoubtedly one of 
the biggest cogs in the marijuana 
machinery in Ohio, and much of his 
stuff found its way to Columbus,” 
sdid Stevenson. “Only last week I 
spotted his car parked here,” he 
continued. 

Slated before a Seneca County 
justice of the peace, Gonzales was 
bound over to the ‘grand jury and is 
now awaiting trial. 

Gonzales is said to be the brother 
of Louis Gonzales, now in the Ohio 
Pen on a marijuana charge. Tony 
stood trial with his brother at the 
time, Stevenson said, but received a 
suspended sentence for lack of 
evidence.

The disease is carried in 
the saliva of a rabid animal and 
is transferred to a human through 
any slight cut or abrasion in the 
skin: If you have évem touched a 
dog or other animal suspected of 
having rabies, see your doctor 
immediately. 


2. YOU- WILL NOT KNOW 


YOU HAVE THE RABIES UN- 
TIL IT IS TOO LATE. The mo- 


ment the symptoms appear, the 
_ person is doomed to die. There is 


no cure, 


3. THE CLOSER THE WOUND 
TO YOUR BRAIN, THE SOON- 
ER DEATH WILL OCCUR un- 
less the Pasteur treatment is 
taken. If the head and face are 
badiy lacerated, symptoms may 
occur as soon as 10 days. Scratches 
on the hands, too, are extremely 
dangerous. In such cases, every 
hour is precious. If the wound is 
slight, and on an extremity such 
as the foot, six months or a year 
may elapse before symptoms ap- 
pear. The incubation period is 
usually shorter in women than in 
men, 


4. RABIES IS NOT SEASON- 
AL. It is practically as prevalent 
in winter as summer. “Dog days” 
are the bunk, except that in the 
summer dogs get around more. 


5. OTHER RABID ANIMALS 
ARE JUST AS DANGEROUS. 
Cats, horses, cattle, sheep, hogs, 
rats, squirrels, rabbits, foxes and 
even skunks have given a “posi- 
tive” response when their brains 
are analyzed in the laboratory.

Although health board members 
believe the sale of these items 
should be regulated, the present law 
has had a tendency to restrict their

000 cases of syphilis in Columbus, 
7000 of which are of an active, in- 
fectious nature.

Dr. Nelson H.- Dysart of the 
board said the ordinance, which 
limits the retailing of the prophy- 
lactics to regularly licensed drug- 
gists and physicians, was originally 
intended to assuré good quality, es- 
pecially in mechanical devices made 
of rubber. 

“The best grade of such devices,” 
said Dr. Dysart, are made of pure 
latex, shipped in milky form with 
disinfectant added in steel drums 
direct from the rubber prone on 
to the manufacturers. 

“The cheaper grades, which are 
peddled` by bootleggers on the 
street and in illegal machines, are 
made from crude gum ‘which has 
been cut in naptha. It’s the nap-

HE next time you tell your op- 
ponent in an argument to keep 

his shirt on, just stop and think 

~ of the literal implications of 
what you are saying. What is he sup- 
posed to do if he wants to take his shirt 
off: open the zipper in the twentieth 


‘century fashion, or unbutton the but- 
tons as men have been doing for years? 


For the problem of keeping. his 
clothes on is one which has absorbed 
the energy and taxed the inventive 
genius of man ever since those long- 


lost days when human beings were ` 


really cavemen. 

While different peoples chose to cover 
different parts of their bodies,-Mo- 
hammedans their faces, the Chinese 
their artificially compressed feet, the 
Sumatra and Elebes tribes their knees, 


“the Central Asians their finger-tips, the 


Samoans their navels—others set up an 
even wider variety of standards. 

The Tahitians consider it okay to go 
without clothes provided they are suffi- 
ciently tattooed; women of the Carib- 
bees may leave their hut without the 


“usual girdle, provided they are painted; 


in Alaska women felt a deep sense of 
shame if they had no plugs in their 
lips. 5 e 
Because there are so many different 
ways of keeping clothes on, the Frank- 
lin Institute in Philadelphia, which tells 
the story of scientific progress from 
early days to the present in a series of 
unusual exhibits, illustrates in a unique 
manner the evolution of how people 
have been keeping their clothes on since 
those prehistoric days in 18,000 B. C. 
when man, clad in fur or hide or skin, 
made a contraption, which can be 
called a pin, and slipped it through a 
loop of hide on the fur. 


E was the Fuegians, who lived at the 

extremity of Cape Horn, who got the 
idea of attaching the skins they wore 
to their bodies by means of cords. Some 
of the others took pieces of the bones 
of animals they had eaten, tied them on 
to the skins and used them to stick 
through the loops they made. They also 
used. thorns and the handy fishbone' as 
a spike to put through tough skins to 
hold them together. 

As the years wore on, the,female of 
the species didn’t like the idea of 
adorning her clothes with animal bones: 


The Tahitians consider it okay te 
go without clothes, provided they 
‘are sufficiently tattooed. 


she preferred polished balls of wood or 

some cheap metal to use as fasteners, 

and wove loops out of the various kinds 

of wool and thread at her disposal in - 
order to take care of the antecedents 
of buttons. Other kinds of fasteners 
also were used; in remains of the Eu- 

ropean lake dwellers recently uncov- 

ered, there are many pins, some orna- 

mented, others in whose shape the 

origin of the safety pin can be traced, 

and still others of more elaborate 

bronze. 

Most authorities agree that the pin is 
of the greatest antiquity, preceding the 
needle by some time. From the natural 
thorn’ used: to fasten things together, 
pins developed through bronze brooches 
in the bronze age to the ordinary do- 
mestic pin. 

Up around 3000 B. C., the picture 
changed. Garments were sewn and be- 
came much more elaborate. As the fig- 
ure shows, the young lady who is chock 
full of sex appeal didn’t like the idea 
of wearing the bones of animals; she 
made loops out of thread and succeeded 
in creating what we call the frog. 


Women of Crete chose elaborate cos- 
tumes with bodices cut very low, like 


the crinolines of 1800 in France; they 
often ornamented them with gold but- 
tons. Minoan women, dressed in 
heavily-petticoated, skirted and 
flounced garments reaching to their 
ankles, kept their clothes on with tight 
belts. 
The Assyrians wore a tunic’ whic 


they -kept on by means of a broad belt 


with pendant tassels; there was a shawl 

over it and they wound narrow strips 

of cloth around their legs. : 
The Greeks had a word for it, too, 


«and theirs was the brooch, which can 


really be called the granddaddy of the 
safety pin, since it actually pierced the 
garment and thus held both sides to- 
gether. 


ROMANS had no problem, in keeping 

clothes on with outside pins or 
brooches, for they wore the toga slung 
over the shoulder. What they had to 
achieve was particular skill in Keeping 


on their loose, flowing garments by ` 


manipulating them over their bodies. 
The women, however, not wearing the

toga, used brooches, clasps and girdles. 

In the Middle Ages, tailoring was 
born and clothes began to be made to 
fit the body. The Germans in the four- 
teenth century began wearing their 
tunics shorter and more closefitting. 
Over the velvet, silk, or embroidered 
waist, sometimes lined with fur, a belt 


-was buckled on loosely to hold it in 


place. A sword and dagger were at- 
tached to the belt by special thongs. 
Sleeves of tunics were laced or but- 
toned in a rather elaborate fashion. 

Girdles, belts, bodice-laces and all 
kinds of tying arrangements were sub- 
stituted for the frog idea and the but- 
tonhole was born, though.in a slightly 
different state from what it is now. 

In the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies, ties were used even more ex- 
tensively than buttons; as a matter of 
fact, the first mention of the button in 
literature occurs in “Piers Plowman” in 
1377 where there is talk of “botones 
overgylte.” 

Buttons, of course, were used long - 
before, but their first use was only as 
ornament. Only later were they used 
with loops and still later with the but- 
tonhole. Brass buttons were first manu- 
factured. in America in Philadelphia in 
1750 and hardwood ones were made in 
the Quaker City 20 years later. The 
Quakers refused to wear any button 
unless it was useful. 

Hooks and eyes have a history all 
their own. It was the warriors of old, 
like the Norsemen, who used buckles, 
fastening one piece of metal onto an- 
other, and the Romans lent their help 
to the hook and eye by bending one 
piece of metal and cutting a hole in the 
opposite one for it to fit into. This may 
be taken as the ancestry of the hook 
and eye. 

The nineteenth century saw the 
purely mechanical fastener, in the form 
of a snap, two pieces so made that when 
they were pressed together they clicked 
and stayed together.

Medical extmination proved it to 
be a case of murder. There were 
two skull fractures,*apparently in- 
flicted by some blunt instrument, 
such as a stone, club or butt of a 
revolver. One injury was over the 
left eye; the other at the back of 
the skull on the left side: Either 
blow likely would have caused 
death. Expert opinion was that the 
man was dead before the fire in 
the car was started. 

The ignition key on the lock was 
on a ring of keys from which the 
heat had dropped a millèd name- 
plate to the floor. It bore the name 
of W. Earl Dollman, jr. Later, a 
dentist completed the identification 
from the handful of teeth, in a 
number of which were fillings he 
had made. 

A coroner’s inquest returned a 
verdict that Dollman came to his 
death from a blow or blows inflicted 
with a blunt instrument in the 
hands of a person or persons -un- 
known. 

Persons living near where the car 
was found, reported hearing two 
shots about midnight, just a short 
time before the flaming car was 
found, but there was no indication

that Dollman had been shot. He 
was known to carry a revolver, 


. however, which was found in the 


machine. 

“A ballistics+examination of the 
revolver. disclosed that two car- 
tridges had been fired by the ham- 
mer and the-rest exploded by the 
heat,” said Prosecuting Attorney 
James E. Cutlip of Braxton County. 


Without a single clue to work on, 
wheels of justice were set into mor 
tion by Col. P. D. Shingleton of the 
West Virginia state police, who as- 
signed Lt. J. H. Fillinger to the 
case. 

Backtracking on the drummer’s 
itinerary, it was established that 
Dollman made-his last business call 
in the afternoon at Morgantown, 
where+he had attended the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia over.a decade 
before, playing on the freshman 
football team and being forced off 
the varsity by injuries. There he 
had told acquaintances of his inten- 
tion to “knock off”. for the rest of 
the week and spend it at home. He 
was alone while in Morgantown. 

Dollman’s trafl next was picked 
up at Gassaway, where he used the 
long-distance telephone to talk to 
a girl friend at Charleston and 
make a date for the following night. 
That was at 9:30 p. m. on the fate- 
ful Wednesday. 

It was deduced that Dollmann re- 
mained in Gassaway until almost

Rockville in an attempt to connect. 


him up with the murder of Elwood 
Matthews, an aged Silver Springs, 
Mad., farmer, three days before 
Dollman was killed, Kirby began to 
show signs of fear. 

After a long grilling, Kirby con- 
fessed to. being present when 
Farmer Matthews was slain, and 
named his. companions as William 
Read, 25, of Kensington, Md., and 
Lawrence Gingell,- 22 a -former 
Rockville golf caddy. 


“Read shot and killed Matthews 
for revenge because Matthews had 
testified against his brother in a 
criminal trial,” declared Kirby. “I 
was along, but didn’t know Read 
was going to kill the farmer.” 

Circulars bearing pictures and de- 


scriptions of Read and Gingell were- 


spread through the United States. 


Meanwhile Lt. Fillinger and ` 


«Charles A. Duffield, jr. who had 
just taken office as prosecutor of 
Braxton County, continued to ques- 
tion Kirby on the Dollman killing. 
Time and again they went over 
with Kirby his three-day flight 
after the Matthews slaying.’ His 
various stories conflicted. 

Finally Kirby shrugged his shoul- 
ders and remarked that inasmuch 
as they had him for one murder he 
hight as well tell about another.

Khayyam’s Rubaiyat the other day you skipped a 
stone on a pool of my memory that has been glassily calm 
for many ears. Your carelessly thrown remark started 
little ripples of recollec- 
tions moving in widening |. 
circles. ; 
I was surprised to 
learn from you that old 
Omar’s philosophical 
pearls still have luster in 
>the eyes of college stu- 
— dents in 1937. I thought 
- his Rubaiyat had been 
left to gather dust in art- ` 
leather bindings on guest 
room tables. - | 
Since Edward Fitzger- 
ald translated Omar 
Khayyam's quatrains ev- 
eryone who reads him 
seems to have the illusion 
that he is the first to - 
-really know and appreci- 
ate him. I think he affects most of us that way. Those 
who are acquainted with Omar meet like travelers who 
have explored the same far places. Each learns some- 
thing different, but all drink at the same stream of great 
poetry. Perhaps this the-. 
ory explains why a couple 
“of lines quoted from 
Omar will send almost 
any two people off on a 
philosophical and inter- 
pretative argument that 
has no end. usage 
It would be impossible 
for me to tell you what I 
think of Omar. Khayyam 
either in this short col- 
umn or in a whole.night 
of discussion. In order 
not to evade your ques- 
tion completely, however, 
TIl tell you about some- 
thing I heard the other 
day that seems to bring 
Omar’s a up to 
date: 


The radio was blatting the tune that goes: 


“Oh, baby, what I couldn’t da-oo-oo, 
With plenty of money and you-oo-oo... 

It struck me that this “With Mn of Money and 
You” theme onon e modern parody on Omar’s much- 
quoted lines: 

“Here with a loaf of bread beneath the bough, 
| A flask of wine, a book of verse—and thou 
` Beside me singing in the wilderness— 
And wilderness is Paradise enow.” 

I got a kick out of comparing those two credos—the 
one ancient and poetical, the other contemporary and eco- 
nomical. 

The poets of old sang ‘of simple content in a wil- 
derness, but our modern lyricists of Tin-Pan-Alley raise 
their strident voices in praise of the power of money. 

Perhaps these two ideas aren’t as contradictory as 
they appear to be at first. You can find the same con- 
trast in two other well-known lines from Omar himself. 
Remember them? 


“Ah, take the cash in hand and wave the rest; z 
Oh, the brave music of a distant drum! 


a Isn't poetry like the music of a distant drum? 
Du Yet Omar says to take the cash in hand and not listen 
to “distant drums.” 

Here we are, about where we began in this disser- 
tation, which is about where most talk of Omar begins 
— and ends. 

Se Poetry is like radio music. It must be heard to be 
appreciated and to pick it to pieces is almost as futile as

As for 
payment — there are $7,000,000,000 
of European “hot money” already 
inside jour markets, ready to meet 
any of the bills which their govern- 
ments may incur. Nations are lay- 


. ing in stocks ef raw materials and 


are purchasing as much auxiliary 
equipment as they can lay their 
hands on and our business is be- 
ginning to feel the effect in terms 
of production, prices and profits. 


Our country is, of course, the net 
loser but so long as we believe that

Censorship of Our Ideas 


HE other day I was privileged to be one of the spectators at a 


private showing of the picture “Spain in Flames” before the state 

board of censorship. The board has refused to license this film, 
which had been previously licensed by the National Board of Review and 
the censors of the state of New York. After many: protests, it arranged 
for several private showings and asked the spectators 
for their opinions on the question. 

There were two questions before the house, which 
were entirely confused. by most of the speakers, both 
‘those favoring and those opposing the particular pic- 
ture. The one, question was whether this is or is not 
a true story of events happening in Spain, and whether 
the spectators liked the particular point of view of the 
picture. -The other, and the real question at issue, 
was whether the people of Ohio might see for them- 
selves a picture giving the official standpoint of the 
_loyalist forces" in the Spanish struggle. 


portance. It does not matter’ whether. any given 
American citizen, even a highly placed official of the 
state, feels that all revolution is wrong and therefore 
approves of the loyalist position; or whether he feels 
that a film like this, partly taken by Soviet camera- 
‘Lee J. Levinger. - men, is presented from the Communist viewpoint and 
is. therefore fundamentally wrong. The only proper criticism of the film 


- as a picture was one by a representative of the Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciation, who. pointed out that the horrors of war are a bad influence on 


the young children who attend motion picture performances. 


Matter of State Policy. 


Even this, it seemed to me, was hardly valid when applied to this 
film alone, when it applies equally to hundreds of news reels that por- 


` trayed the attack on Ethiopia and similar tragic subjects. If the children 


are to be protected from such horrors on the screen, that should be made 
a state policy and not saved for a single picture showing the bombard- 
ment of Madrid by Italian aviators, with the ruined buildings and the 
corpses by the side of. the city street. 

But all the other arguments, on the facts of the Spanish tragedy and 
the rights and wrongs of the terrific struggle there, seemed to me be- 
side the point. 

The point is this: Shall the people of Ohio be permitted to see for 
themselves on the screen the foreign: news of the day, ór shall their 
mental diet be picked for them by several highly respectable appointees 
of the state administration? aye 

We read in our daily papers of events in Spain and see pictures, even 
the same pictures given in this film. We turn to the weekly picture 
magazines, and .see graphic and often horrible photographs, some of 
them from the loyalist, some from the rebel forces. We read the official 
and unofficial propaganda of both sides. We hear the stories of both 
sides over the radio daily, sometimes with the sources given, sometimes 
disguised in order to function as propaganda. 

Shall the screen alone be censored? If it is, we are permitting a 
curious and illogical exception to the rule that the American people shall 
have freedom of speech and press. We shall be permitting an entering 
wedge into a censorship of American public opinion, the very tyranny 


“over ideas which is so repulsive to us when exerted in Germany, Italy 


and Russia. 

America is not Germany or Russia. The American people are per- 
mitted to hear and to make direct criticisms of our own government, 
When, then, shall they not be allowed to see various and opposite points 
of view with regard to foreign affairs? 


So Personal Point of View. 


As a matter of fact, neither the board of censorship nor the various 
persons at the showing. seemed to favor barring all foreign propaganda 
from the screen. They seemed, on the whole, to favor including ideas 
which they like and barring ideas of which they personally disapprove, 
Even barring all foreign propaganda would not be as dangerous as this. 
If we kept off the screen alt material on foreign events, or all which 
presented any partisan point of view, we should at least remain in bliss- 
ful ignorance about the rest of the world. If we permit fascist pictures 
but bar communist ones, we are directly teaching fascism in America. 
. In this case, there is but little communist teaching in the picture, and 
that little would be speedily discounted by all intelligent Americans. The 
picture defends the People’s Front government of Spain and protests 
against the rebels, with their Moorish ac and their Italian and 
German allies. 

But, as I have said before, the Spanish situation is not the real ques- 
tion. The real question is the power and the will of any group of people 
to control the ideas of the people of the state of Ohio. 

Libel must not be shown on the screen, and the criminal laws pro~ 
vide for that. Indecency must not be exhibited, and the police have 
plenty of authority to prevent it, even without censorship. 

-But the free expression of political and economic ideas must be pro- 
tected for the. people of every American state. We must maintain our 
rights to freedom of speech and the press... We can be trusted to see both 
sides and then decide for ourselves as free Americans.

Although he has been one of 
America’s outstanding playwrights 
for several years, Robert E. Sher- 
wood had to wait until last year to 
win his first Pulitzer Prize with 
“Idiot's Delight,” coming to the 
Hartman Theater for two days, be- 
ginning Tuesday, Mar. 23, with a 
matinee on Wednesday, and proudly 
bearing the Theater Guild banner 
of sponsorship, with Alfred Lunt 
and Lynn Fontanne in the leading 
roles. 

Mr. Sherwood, having written 
during various intervals such dis- 
tinguished successes: as “The Road 
to Rome,” “Reunion in Vienna” and 
“The Petrified Forest,” 
mighty close on numerous occasions 
to adding the coveted sarol wreath 
to his- collection. 

His plays have always Taed for 
serious consideration whenever 
awards of merit have come up for 
discussion. However, the Pulitzer 
Prize always has eluded him at the 
last moment. 

Last spring, however, the sedate 
judges sitting in solemn conclave, 
saw fit to announce “Idiot's Delight” 
-As the prize play of the year. 

— Oddly enough, when Sherwood 
- did win the prize he wasn’t present 
to accept the honor in person. He 
has a summer place in Great 
Enton, Witney, Surrey, England, 
and, come spring each season, he 
immediately heads for his villa. 

It was three weeks after Sher- 
wood had settled down to plant his 
corn (a practically unknown thing 
in England), that he received word 
that he had won-the Pulitzer Prize. 
He sent his very best thanks to all 
concerned, and went right back to 
planting corn.

She had made a big 
savory stew. She had baked sweet 
She had brewed in- 
toxicating, casiri beer. She had 
made a pudding of wild rice, ba- 
nanas, tapioca and sweet plums.

“They 
nodded their satisfaction; their 
smiles signified that the food was 
well cooked. Then the father of 
the bride offered food ` to the 
groom, and he ate thoughtfully. 
While he ate, the mother and 
father of the bride affirmed cere- 
moniously the fact that everything 
had been made by the bride, that 
no one had helped her with the 
stew, no one had baked the casava 
cakes for her. She had done every-

Timothy McCloy had no thought 
about making anything so perma- 
nent.

They allowed him ` 
to return the second wife, because 


once or twice that had happened in` ` 


the tribe. But they would not al- 
low him to return the third wife. 
He had to keep her, the Macusi 
chief announced. The third wife 
was all right. Probably the only . 
trouble with the other two had been 
that the white man had been so 
foolish as to let them dress up in 


white woman’s clothing. The more 


a woman dressed up, the Macusis — 
told me, the less work she does. 
They told Tim to take the clothes 
from his third wife and see if 
things didn't get better. They had — 
to get better, because the third wife. 
would not be taken back. 

“The white man caught fever = 
again—he died and we buried him 
over there,” r 
passed through. Tim’s third wife 
was stil mourning her husband, but 
I noticed that there was a young 
Indian hanging around Tim’s house.

Many famous men and women have owned dogs that have 


become as renowned almost as their celebrated masters. 


Some 


of the stories of these dogs and certain exploits of theirs are 
perhaps, legendary, but others siari are founded upon unques- 


tionable truths. 


Cheops, the Egyptian Pharoah, 
who in 3733 B C., built the Great 
Pyramid which bears his name at 
Gizeh, owned many hounds, we are 
told and his favorite was one 
named Abakaru, but beyond this we 
know little of the dog itself. Alex- 
ander the Great, however, is said 
to have had as a constant com- 
panion a dog named Perites, which 
was of great size and which had 
been given to the great warrior be- 
fore he started upon his invasion 
of India. The dog was supposed to 
be possessed of tremendous strength 
and courage. Alexander, desiring to 
test this latter attribute, had the 
dog confronted with a huge stag, 
upon which, however the dog scorn- 
fully turned its back in contempt, 
according the same treatment to 
first a boar and then-a bear, which 
was urged to attack. 


Finally a lion was let loose in the 
arena, Perites, at least deeming 
that a worthy foreman was present, 
attacked the king of beasts with 
such fury and so savagely that it 


was only with the greatest diffi- 


culty that the two animals could 
be separated. The dog is also cred- 
ited with having once fought and 
defeated an elephant, and it was as 
a result of his pleasure over this 
accomplishment that Alexander 
took the dog as his constant com- 
panion. When it died he built and 
named a city in its honor. 


The following story is told of a 
dog belonging to Alcibiades, the 
great Athenian general. On one 
occasion Aleibiades was attacked by 
four thieves, and the dog, rushing 
to its master’s aid, killed three of 
them. The fourth escaped, but was 
subsequently captured and pun- 
ished. On another occasion Alci- 
biades became worried because the 
citizens of Athens were commencing 


~ 


to take too keen an interest in poli- 


tics, which he feared might inter- 
fere with his schemes and plans. 
In order to divert their minds in 
another direction and give them 
some other subject about which to 
talk, he had his dog’s tail docked 
and its coat clipped in comic pat- 
tern and then paraded through the 
streets of the city. The Greeks, 
ever enjoying a laugh, quickly 
turned from the discussion of poli- 
and gave themselves up to 
making jokes about Alcibiades and 
his dog. The dog remained faithful 
and devoted to the last, for when 
Alcibiades was put to death by re- 
quest of the 30 tyrants of Athens, 
the dog stayed with him until he 
fell pierced by several arrows, and 
then, though fatally wounded, it 
tried with its teeth to draw the ar- 
rows from its master’s body.

ITH the tread of honest 
W Irish feet marching on St. 
Patrick’s day, comes also 
from Columbus handball courts the 
sounds of a _ two-fisted, fighting, 
sweating game as Celtic as peat- 
bogs, potatoes, and Paddy’s pig. 
And as the Hibernian Rifles 


- swing down Broad St. on their 


saint's day, a game from their own 
“owld sod” will be played just as 
it was in the 1840's on the Emerald 
Isle.

popular here, wherein two, three or 
four players go gyrating around in 
a room with a high ceiling, slam- 
ming the ball against one wall from 
which it caroms to one or more of 
the others. 


The idea in the minds of these 
puffing, perspiring boys is getting 
the ball back to the front wall þe- 
fore it hits the floor twice. In case 
it does it’s one point for the op- 
position. This holds true no mat- 
ter what game is played, whether 
four-wall, single wall, or the hard- 
ball four-wall variety. 


_ Another variation is the single 
wall type. The players claim this 
requires more control in placing 
the shots since there’s no side wall 
to act as a bankboard in getting 
the flying ball back to the front 
wall. 


Still another model is the four- 
wall hard-ball sport. Horny-handed 
Irishmen loved this game best and 
gave it added color by kicking the 
ball on the second bounce. The 
ball was leather covered and. con- 
tained a cork center wound with 
rubber. 


Beginnners often finish a 21-point 
game with sore and swollen 
“dukes.” That little ball is not quite 
two inches in diameter and when a 
roundhouse swing connects, a tyro 
at the game can easily acquire an

Novice handballers are told to 
soak their hands in. warm water 
before a game, as cold hands bruise 
easily. Both hands are protected in 
the game by leather gloves. 


Four-Wall Game Popular. 


Columbus leans toward the four- 
wall soft ball game which has 
recruited an immense following at 
all the clubs. At the “Y,” for in- 
stance, handball of this type has a 
three-to-one edge on all other in- 
door sports. 


The four-wall game calls for a 
room 22 feet high, the same dis- 
tance wide, but the floor is 
stretched out to 46 feet, in length. 
Painted white and brilliantly lighted 
the black ball is easily seen but 
can be a will-o’-the wisp target as 
it makes the rounds of those four 
high walls. 


Some servers often smack the 
ball into the front wall from which 
it will bounce far back on the 
floor. From there it will go to the 
rear wall and be picked up from 
there before touching the floor

Single wall handball is seldom 
played here except by “Y” piayers 
on the roof of the W. Long’ St. 
building. 

Old Aquinas grads will remember 
the big wooden wall called- the 
“handball alley” which stood on the 
site now occupied by the school’s 
new gym. Four games were usu- 
ally in progress against the large 
boarded affair, and the contests 
were always aided and abetted by 
yelling Irish students. 


Columbus boasts of several smart 
and handy players, but the hand- 
ballistics expert of them all is a 
modest young feller with race 
horse legs, named Merritt Bates. 


Bates cantered around a hand- 


ball court for the first time in 1924. 
He developed such a nice game 
that in 1930 he was national cham- 
pion after defeating Otto Berg of 
Toledo at a tournament in St. 
Louis. 


With relaxed and graceful co-or- 
dination, Bates “takes it easy,” 
making the game look very simple 
to those who don’t see the trick 
angles and the hard-to-get shots 
that this unassuming player dishes 
up to his opponents. 


Handball is not strictly a school- - 
boy’s game. Bates had never seen 
a game till he was 27, and plenty 
of oldtsers are seen melting off a 
pound here and there at the down- 
town clubs. 


Handball gives a lot. And it takes 
a lot. “It's for the masses and the 
classes, and the Colonel and Mr. 
O'Grady are hard at it. An Irish 
priest from County Kerry was once 
the best player in all Ireland. And

change of voice, and attacks every- 
thing in sight with its horns. About 
the fourth day it becomes - quiet, 
paralysis sets in and in two more 
days death occurs. 

If you have been. bitten or ex- 
posed in any way to an animaleven 
suspected of being rabid, here’s 
what to do: 


1. CONSULT YOUR PHYSI- 
CIAN IMMEDIATELY. He will 
give first aid and determine what 
future treatment is necessary. 


2. DO NOT KILL THE SUS- 
PEGZED ANIMAL. [If it is de- 
stroyed in the early stages of 
rabies, the examiner will be un- 
able to determine if the animal 
is rabid. Call your local health 
authorities or police. They will 
capture the dog and place it in 
quarantine. 


3. IF THE ANIMAL DIES, its 
head should be eut off and care- 
fully packed in either wet or dry 
ice under the direction of a phy- 
sician, veterinarian or the health 
commissioner, and shipped to the 
Ohio state division of labora- 
tories, Ohio State University 
campus, Columbus. The brain 
will be analyzed immediately and 
reported by wire. 


4. IF YOU ARE BITTEN OR 
SCRATCHED ON THE FACE 
AND HANDS, the animals head 
should be rushed by special mes- 
senger to the laboratory. 


5. IN SUCH EMERGENCY 
CASES, or where the animal can- 
not be safely captured and it is 
necessary to destroy it, be care- 
ful not to injure its brain. It- 
should not be shot through the 
head.. 


The term “hydrophobia” -comes 
from the Greek meaning “fear- of 
water,” and it is that characteristic 
which is peculiar to the disease in 
man. 

One of the first symptoms of the 
rabies is a feeling of anxiety with 
no reason for it, irritability, rest- 
less movements and light, disturbed 
sleep. 

Then come insomnia, stretching 
and continual gaping, and a con- 
stant desire to vomit. 

There is an unusual susceptibility 
to air, no matter how quietly the 
patient may be resting.. 


Dreads Water. 


From little desire to drink, the 


victim turns to a loathing of liquids. 
At the beginning, there is thirst 
and and the same time a dread of 
water, at first at the sight of it, 
later at the very sound or mention 
of it. This fear spreads to oil prep- 
arations. 

The pulse is small, hard and ir- 
regular. In certain cases there's ‘a 
slight fever. “The diaphragm is dis- 
placed upward. Bodily functions 
are suppressed. 

There is nervous spasm and trem- 
bling. 

The voice becomes hoarse and the 
victim begins to bark like a dog, 
perhaps through subconscious sug- 
gestion of the disease originating 
in that animal, but more likely be- 
cause of paralysis of the throat and 
the sensation of choking. 

When anyone approaches with a 
glass or cup, the patient holds his 
hands before his eyes. His tongue 
protrudes. 

The face and eyes become con- 
gested, the body emaciated. There 
is pallor and sweating of thé upper 
parts. 

Whenever some one enters the 
room, the patient goes into a fit of 
convulsions, biting at everything 
and everybody nearby, for fear the 
newcomers may be bringing water. 

In the last stage there is paral- 
ysis, then—death.
